On  April  2.  2006,  there  were  70  reported  tornadoes  across 
seven  states.  In  Illinois,  a  man  was  killed  when  a  minimal  F2 
tornado  caused  the  collapse  of  the  roof  of  the  K&G  department 
store  in  Fairview  Heights.  The  twister  struck  with  no  warning 
from  the  city’s  tornado  sirens.  The  system  was  not  activated 
because  the  National  Weather  Service  did  not  issue  a  tornado 
warning,  nor  did  anyone  spot  a  tornado  on  the  ground.  The 
tornado  formed,  struck,  and  dissipated  in  less  than  ten 
minutes.  Many  people  were  left  without  power.  This  natural 
disaster  caused  an  estimated  four  million  dollars  in  damages.

Rosa  Parks,  whose  act  of  civil  disobedience  in  1955  inspired 
the  modern  civil  rights  movement,  died  on  October  24.  2005,  in 
Detroit.  Michigan.  She  was  92  years  old.  Parks’  moment  in 
history  began  in  December  1955  when  she  refused  to  give  up  her 
seat  on  a  bus  to  a  white  man  in  Montgomery.  Alabama.

On  October  8.  2005.  a  terrible  earthquake  hit  the  Pakistan - 
India  border  killing  many  and  leaving  millions  homeless.  The 
earthquake  was  ranked  at  7.6  magnitude  and  had  an  epicenter  of 
50  miles.  There  were  more  than  17.000  children  killed  and 
more  than  83.00  people  total. 


Disaster  that  shook  the  nation. 
Hurricane  Katrina,  the  costliest  and 
one  of  the  deadliest  hurricanes  in 
American  history,  took  the  lives  of 
over  1,500  people.  People  today  are 
still  feeling  the  effects  of  this 
horrendous  natural  disaster. 


On  July  7,  2005,  there  were  seven  coordinated 
suicide  bombings  on  the  London  public  transport 
system.  Three  bombs  exploded  on  three  different 
underground  trains,  and  one  went  off  a  little  while 
later  on  a  bus  at  Tavistock  Square.  The  attacks 
occurred  during  the  morning  rush  hour  and  caused 
fifty-six  deaths  which  included  the  four  bombers.  In 
all  there  were  over  seven  hundred  injuries.  The 
attack  was  said  to  be  the  worst  bombing  in  London 
since  World  War  II.  Terror  continued  on  July  2 1 . 
2005.  when  four  more  bombs  exploded.  This  time 
there  were  no  injuries. 


Coretta  Scott  King,  the  wife  of  the 
assassinated  civil  rights  activist  Martin 
Luther  King,  Jr.,  died  January  31,  2006. 
She  was  78  years  old.  Coretta  was  a  noted 
community  leader  in  her  own  right  and 
continously  worked  to  keep  her  husband's 
dream  alive.

On  July  19,  2005,  President  Bush 
nominated  John  G.  Roberts  to  the  U.  S. 
Supreme  Court.  In  September,  after  the 
death  of  Chief  Justice  William  Rehnquist, 
Bush  instead  nominated  Roberts  as  the 
Chief  Justice.  The  Senate  Judiciary 
Committee  approved  the  nomination  on 
September  22,  2005.  He  took  the 
Constitutional  Oath  of  Office  on 
September  29.

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The  2006  Winter  Olympic  Games  were  held 
in  Torino,  Italy.  The  United  States  Olympic 
team  brought  home  a  total  of  25  medals:  9 
gold.  9  silver,  and  7  bronze.  Apolo  Anton 
Ohno,  USA  speed  skater,  received  a  gold  medal 
in  the  500  meter  short  track.  Favored  figure 
skater  Sasha  Cohen  received  a  silver  after  a 
few  falters  in  her  long  program.  The  women's 


ice  hockey  team  brought  home  a 
bronze  and  the  two-man 
bobsled  team,  a  silver.

2005.  Demolition  occurred  from  November  7  through 
December  8.

The  Hunt  Construction  Group 
worked  diligently  to  finish  by  April  10,  2006,  when  the 
Cardinals  opened  against  the  Milwaukee  Brewers.  The  new 
stadium  seats  43.975  compared  to  the  49.676  capacity  of 
the  old  stadium.  Construction  cost  passed  the  estimated 
$344.8  million  mark  and  thus  far  has  cost  a  total  of  $365 
million.

The  Storm 

Wednesday,  August  24th  2005,  marked  the  date  that  began  so  much  destruction.  On 
that  day.  the  National  Hurricane  Center  announced  that  a  tropical  depression  had 
strengthened  into  tropical  storm  Katrina.  The  very  next  day,  tropical  storm  Katrina 
turned  into  hurricane  Katrina  and  made  landfall  in  Florida.  In  just  one  day,  Katrina 
jumped  from  a  category  four  to  a  category  five  hurricane.  On  Sunday,  August  28th,  nearly 
30,000  evacuees  gathered  at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  for  shelter  with  just  36  hours  worth 
ol  lood  left  on  hand.  Monday,  August  29th,  the  eye  of  the  storm  passed  east  of  New 
Orleans  destroying  everything  in  sight. 

Throughout  the  storm,  mandatory  evacuations  of  New  Orleans  and  other  cities  struck 
by  the  storm  were  ordered.  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  and  Alabama  were  all  in  states  of 
emergency  and  Florida  was  declared  a  federal  disaster  area.  Nearly  30,000  National  Guard 
members  were  called  to  areas  of  destruction.  All  of  America  was  called  to  help  the 
southern  states  in  any  possible  way.

At  school.  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  collected  money  from  homeroom  classes  in  an 
attempt  to  help  with  supplies  for  rebuilding.  Althoff  was  lucky  enough  to  experience 
hurricane  relief  firsthand.  Siblings  Freddie  and  Tinah  Kippes  from  Long  Beach. 
Mississippi,  came  all  the  way  to  Fairview  Heights  with  their  family  to  live  with  their 
uncle  and  avoid  the  storm.  While  they  attended  Althoff.  Freddie,  a  sophomore,  was  a 
member  of  the  varsity  football  team.  Tinah,  a  freshman,  swam  with  the  girls  swim 
team.  Although  they  were  here  for  only  a  quarter  of  the  school  year,  both  made  deep 
impacts  and  began  long-lasting  friendships  with  many  Althoff  students. 


The  Aftermath 

Katrina  captured  the  lives  of  1,070  innocent  victims.  Homes  were  destroyed,  pets 
were  abandoned,  and  lives  were  ruined.  As  America  turned  to  help,  so  did  Dr.  Caila 
Samson  (mother  of  senior  Emily  Samson).  Dr.  Samson  spent  just  a  few  days  in  the 
destruction  zone,  but  made  a  huge  impact.  While  she  was  there,  she  lived  in  a  tent, 
ate  out  of  a  can,  and  showed  the  victims  of  Katrina  true  care  by  giving  shots,  exams, 
and  words  of  encouragement  to  every  person  she  could. 

Dr.  Samson  became  involved  with  the  hurricane  relief  through  the  Salvation  Army 
and  Volunteers  of  America.  She  said,  "When  I  went  down  there.  1  wanted  to  be 
effective.  1  did  not  want  to  just  hand  out  orange  juice.  I  wanted  to  do  what  I  have 
been  trained  to  do.  and  that  is  looking  beyond  the  destruction  to  the  people  who  are 

there.  I  would  do  it  again  in  a  heartbeat." 


Throughout  our  lives,  we  have  all  encountered  different 
kinds  ol  lessons.

It 
affects  our  personalities,  leaving  a  mark  on  us  that  should  stay 
with  us  forever. 

Academics  at  Althoff  aim  to  offer  us  a  variety  of  experiences. 
Whether  it  is  math  or  foreign  language,  history  or  English, 
science  or  religion,  we  are  gaining  the  skills  and  morals  needed 
for  us  to  make  our  marks  on  the  world.

The  2005-2006  Crusader  marked  the  41st  volume  at  Althoff. 

The  Crusader  was  published  by  Taylor  Publishing  Company.  It  is 
the  second  completely  four  color,  all  digital  book  in  Althoff  history. 

The  co-editors-in-chief  developed  the  theme  of  the  2005-2006 
book.  "Making  Our  Mark."  with  the  assistance  of  other  staff 
members.  The  theme  was  developed  during  a  yearbook  camp 
during  July  of  2005  at  John  A.  Logan  College  in  Carbondale,  Illinois 
held  by  Taylor  Publishing  Company.  The  theme  is  intended  to  allow 
students  to  examine  the  past  school  year  and  the  marks  they  have 
made  and  that  have  been  made  on  them.  The  theme  dictates  the 
impact  our  individual  actions  can  have  on  the  community. 

Each  section  of  the  book  explains  how  activities  and  events  can 
mark  us  and  shape  our  identities  as  an  individual  and  a  school. 
They  all  try  to  refresh  students'  memories  about  a  specific  activity 
or  event. 

The  2005-2006  Crusader  was  a  Smyth-sewn  book,  backed  with 
120-point  binder's  board.  The  cover  was  a  Blue  452  Lexotone 
material  with  the  embossed  art  design  and  stamped  Gold  Foil.  The 
cover  was  designed  with  the  assistance  of  the  Taylor  camp's 
graphical  artist,  Connie  Phillips.  The  endsheets  are  printed  on  Cls 
paper  with  four-color  ink.  The  final  publishing  was  produced  by 
the  combined  efforts  of  two  advisors.  24  staff  members,  and  the 
assistance  of  Stacey  Sisk.  Lesley  Konrad.  Jim  Hawkinson.  and  the 
Technical  Staff  of  Taylor  Publishing  Company. 

Crafty  Eye  Photography  took  all  portraits,  and  athletic  team 
pictures,  as  well  as  some  candid  shots.  Most  of  the  endsheet 
pictures  were  from  Crafty  Eye  as  well.  The  yearbook  staff  shot 
photos  using  a  Camedia  C-  5050  Zoom  and  a  Cannon  EOSD60 
digital  cameras.  The  staff  scanned  hardcopy  photographs  with  a 
UMAX  Astra  61  OP  Scanner.  Seven  Nobilis  computers,  Taylor’s 
EliteVision.  and  Adobe  Photoshop  7.0  were  used  to  create  the  232- 
page  book  printed  on  100  lb  Enamel  paper.  The  books  were  sold 
over  an  eight-month  period  priced  between  $42  and  $60,  with  an 
optional  name  plate  for  an  additional  cost.  Orders  were  taken  for 
498  books  over  an  eight-month  period.  525  copies  of  the  41st 
volume  of  the  Crusader  were  printed.  Senior  ads  contributed 
approximately  $4,000  and  business  ads  contributed  approximately 
$7,900  for  a  total  $1 1.900  towards  the  $35,000  operating  budget  for 
the  yearbook.
